Dear Ledger:— 


Since writinglastIhave been tak- 
ing a trip full of interest and excite- 
ment, to say nothing of danger forthat 
may be met at any time or place. 
On 


Jan. 24thIleft Rampart in company 
withthe mail carrier. 
The day was 


clear and calm, mercury 21° below zaro. 
The mail was on a sled 14 inches 
wide 


and 8 feet long, drawn by six dogs. 
Through the kindnesß of the Supt. I 
was allowed to put my bundle on the 
sled, as the mail up the river is very 
light, only 80 lbs. this trip; the limit is 
400 lbs. 
The'dogs are harnessed 
tan- 
dem, and guided by voice and 
whip, 


and in keeping the trail the leading 
dog shows an intelligence almost hu- 
man. The mailhad arrived fromNome 
the night previous, and 
was delivered 
to our carrier this morning. 
Ourroute 
was up the river, and the trail well 
trodden. 
Although Ihad recently 


taken trips of 8 to 22 miles to get In 
training,Ididnot expect to travel as 
fast as the dogs, and started twohours 
in advance. 
Twelve miles above Ram- 


partI 
saw through a break inthe hills 


the sun for the first time in sixty-four 
days. Iwore ordinary clothes and a 
"parka," which ia "an overall" denith 
coat, made like a shirt and put on over 
the head and reaching below the knees. 
Ithas fur cuffs and a fur fringed hood 
sewed to the collar, whichcan be drawn 
over the cap and tied across 
the nose. 


Footwear, ordinary socks, then Arctic 
socks, (a kind of canvas 
shoe) then a 
light pair of German 
socks coming 


nearly to the knee, a heavy pair.over 
these, and Indian moccasins outside/ 


The mail carrier was delayed instart- 
ing, and 
did not overtake me until 


after dark, 
when Ihad reached 
the 
cabin, 27 miles from Rampart, built a 
fireand had supper under way, which 
consisted of bacon and beans, 
coffee, 


hot biscuits, butter, and canned fruit. 
The driver put a square 
tank holding 


three gallons on the stove, and filled it 
withice from the hammocks 
on the 
river. 
When this melted he put insix 
fish, size of a mackerel, six cups of rice 
flourand a quantity of cottolene. After 
cooking about an hour the mess 
was 


poured intosix washbasins. 
The dogs 


watched intently, but showed no im- 
patience 
until the 
word was 
given, 


when they sprang for the dishes and 
devoured the contents, lickingup every 
bituntilthey looked ready 
to burst. 


Then they rested 12 hours and did a 
hard day's work before being fedagain. 


The carrier andI 
each rolledina fur 


robe, and slept like little angels on a 
board mattress. .Next morningI 
could 


easily locate each of the 600 muscles in 
my body, but couldn't afford to beleft, 
or delay Uncle Sam's mail. On the 
evening of the 3d day we reached Fort 
Hamlin, 
78 miles above 
Rampart, 


where wemet the carries who had ar- 
rived from Victor's, 80 miles further 
on. Nextmorning each carrier doubled 
back over his route, having exchanged 
mails. I 
continued my journey with a 


new acquaintance, my soreness allgone, 
appetite immense, 
and able to enjoy 


the novelty of the trip and the won- 
drous beauty and grandeur of an Arctic 
winter. The trail follows the river, 
except a few places 
where crossing a 


narrow neck of land cuts off a long 
detour. 
Just above Ft. Hamlin weleft 


the hillsand entered the Yukon Flats, 
240 miles long and 20 to 60 wide. 
The 


snow here often driftsover the trail so 
that snow shoes are necessary 
to break 


a way for the dogs. 
We had to do this 


six days. 
One night Ilost my way 


seven miles from camp, having walked 
slowly instead of keeping up with'the 
sled. 
The snow had destroyed 
the 
trail; it was 30° below zero, and Ihad 
no food, blankets or matches, 
so felt 


rather "lonely"for a time, but found 
the trail in about an hour and took 
care not tolose it again. 


The morning Ileft Fort Yukon, 


whichis a few miles north of the Arctic 
Circle,I 
saw Jack Carr, the mail car- 


rier, start with the mail and express 
for the Koyukuk diggings, 250 miles 
farther north. 
He makes 
10 trips a 


year, omittingMay and October 
when 


the trailis bad. 


AtCircle City a shortage 
of many 


necessaries exist, which willcause 
dis- 


comfort but no actual suffering. 
No 


supplies 
can reach here -before July. 


Last fall low water closed navigation 
very early, and many steamboats 
and 


barges are frozen inbetween Ft, Yukon 
and Dawson. 
The goods will be re- 


moved by teams as soon as the insur- 
ance companies and custom house of- 
ficials willrelease them, but the delays 
ofred tape cause great inconvenience. 
The 
boats 
willprobably be crushed 


when the ice breaks up in the river. 


The hardest experience of the, trip 


was facing a blizzard for three hours 
at 46° below zero. 
The steam 
rising 


fromthe air holes Inthe ice along the 
riveron a very cold day resembles 
a 


conflagration. 
The moonin the Arctic 


regions is insight about 15 hours each 
day. I 
had never heard this fact men- 


tioned. 


Above Circle City are wayside hotels 


called road houses. 
The prices are 


high; $1.50 generally for a bed or meal, 
and the fare as a rule very poor. 
Our 


kind (?) government 
exacts 
a license 


of five hundred dollars ($500.00) a year 
for the privilege of accommodating the 
people who are developing this Arctic 
region. 
This may be a good thing for 


the treasury, but willnot look well in 
history. 


After nineteen days of this sort of 


travel, averaging 26 miles each day, I 
reached Eagles, from whence a weekly 
stage 
runs 
to Dawson. 
As if luck 


wished to reward me for the hardships 
of the trip,Iwas invited to dinner by 
Mr.Smith, agent of the N. A, T. &,T. 
Co., whereImet Mr. Merrin, the mail 
Supt., the post master 
and his wife 


fromDawson, who had come down for 
an officialand social visit, and a mine 
owner from 
70 
Mile Creek. 
The 


"menu" included oyster soup, 
crab 


salad, roast turkey and ice cream, 
and 


the comradeship that is characteristic 
of frontier life shows at its best in a 
cosy home with a 30 below blizzard 
outside.

Besides these interests 
there 
are 


many other 
undeveloped 
resources 


in that section, 
both agricultural 


and mineral, which would 
surely 


grow rapidly under the stimulus 
of 


railroad facilities. 
We are aware 


that the territory tributary to the 
proposed railroad wouldbe confined 
to a narrow stretch 
of country be- 


tween the Mokelumne river on the 
south and the Cosumnes river on the 
north, and extending to a point 40 
miles above the mother lode. Beyond 
that point the railroad could not 
hope 
to command 
much 
business 


from the present 
outlook. 
Inas- 


much as there is much depending 
upon this talked-of railroad, it is 
hoped that the matter 
will not be 


allowed to drop until it has 
been 


thoroughly sifted. 
The salvation of 
a large part of Amador countyhangs 
upon it. Without this stimulns that 
region is languishing, 
and willcon- 


tinue tolanguish. 
With a railroad 
it would revive with newness 
of life. 


The talk of a railroad to tap the 


timber resources 
30 miles east of the 


mineral belt has somewhat subsided, 
for what reason 
we are unable to ex- 


plain. 
A correspondent of the east- 


ern section writes us that the report 
is abroad in that region that there 
is uot timber enough to justify the 
enterprise. 
Whether 
by this is 


meant that the timber area is too 
limited, or the probable demand 
for 


lumber is insufficient to warrant the 
expense of building the road, we do 
not know. 
We presume, 
however, 


that the doubt applies to the quan- 
tityof standing timber, rather than 
to the market for the manufactured 
lumber. 
Whether 
this vital point 


has been definitely decided 
by com- 


petent authority, or whether it is 
merely vague rumor we cannot say. 
The average man is hardly able to 
form a correct 
opinion on such a 


question. 
It takes one well versed 


in the traffic business 
to properly 


gauge the situation. 
Ifaftera prac- 


tical survey 
of the territory, and 


all the resources 
that 
would con- 


tribute to the maintenance 
of a rail- 


road, the conclusion is reached 
that 


the resources 
are insufficient, there 


would be nothing left to do but to 
submit, and develop the umquestion- 
able sources of wealth that lie inour 
upper 
country in other ways. 
It 


may be true that the timber is at 
present the main source of support 
for a railroad. Itis calculated 
that 


the mines 
of Jackson 
and Sutter 


Creek consume from 30,000 to 40,000 
timbers per year. 
The freighting 


of these logs to the mines 
even by 


rail would mean 
a revenue 
of be- 


tween $40,000 and $50,000 yearly, in 
addition to this the wood for fuel 
would amount to $15,000, that is as- 
suming that oil would be displaced 
as fuel at the mines 
by the intro- 


duction of a railroad. 
Besides 
this 


there is the lumber interest, 


\u25a0 the 


traffic in shakes, 
spiling and cord 


wood, which might safely be relied 
upon 
to bring up the 
aggregate 


revenue from timber and 
wood to 


fully$100,000 per year.
